DECISION FOLLOWS

Rumor Said Rose Fac- 
tion Intended To Delay 
Appointments Until 
After Convention.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.— 
(Special.)}—Immediate reappointment 
of Clint W. Hager as United States 
district attorney at Atlanta and of 
M. O. Dunning as collector of cus- 
toms at Savannah was agreed upon 
at a conference at the White House 
today between the president’s unoffi- 
cial advisory committee on southern 
affairs and two leaders of the Georgia 
republican organization, it was learned 
tonight from an authoritative source. 

Those in the conference were Post- 
master-General Walter F. Brown, 
Walter H. Newton, the president’s po- 
litical secretary ; Collector of Internal 
Revenue J. T. Rose,“of Atlanta, and 
Mr. Dunning. ‘Today’s conference 
follows visits to Washington during 


the past week of a half dozen Georgia ; 


republicam- leaders, and is understood, 
though this is mot officially con- 
firmed, to have been held as the re- 
sult of the summons of Collector Rose 
to Washington so that he could speak 
the attitude of the patronage com- 
mittee which he heads before final de- 
cision was made. 
Follows Rumors of Break, 

Announcement of the forthcoming 
reappointment of Collector Dunning 
and District Attorney Hager comes 
in the face of recent rumors of a 
threatened break in the recognized re- 
publican organization of Georgia 
growing out of the reported plans of 
the state patronage committee, headed 
by Mr. Rose, to hold up all federal 
appointments in the state until after 
the scheduled meeting of the state 
republican convention next April. 

Discussing the purpose of the con- 
ference, Mr. Newton said tonight it 
had to do with the program of the 
administration for building up har- 
monious organizations in each of the 
several southern states. 

Mr. Rose arrived in Washington 
this morning, but Collector Dunning 


has. been here for more than a@ week, 
coming to the capital principally to 
attend a meeting of collectors of cus- 
toms arranged by the treasury depart- 
ment. The latter returned to Savan- 
nah tonight, but Mr. Rose will re- 
main over throughout tomorrow. 

The terms of both Collector Dun- 
ning and District Attorney Hager, 
serving the northern judiciary dis- 
trict, have expired and their names 
had been included among those whose 
appointments, according to the re- 
ports, were to be held up. 

Two Terms Expire. 

The terms of United States Mar- 
shals George B. McLeod, of the 
southern district, and Louis | Craw- 
ford, occupying a similar position 1n 
the northern district, have either ex- 
pired or are about to expire, but no 
announcement was made today with 
respect to their reappointments. In- 
formation was lacking as to whether 
their nominations came up for dis- 
cussion. 

Rumors and reports reaching Wash- 
ington from Georgia during the past 
several weeks have pictured the de- 
velopment of a bitter factional row 
in the state organization preparatory 
to the forthcoming state convention. 
Opponents of the Rose group have 
charged that all federal appointments 
were to be held up until after the 
convention as a means of holding as- 
piring office seekers in line and thus 
making it possible for Mr. Rose and 
his associates to a complete con- 
trol over the convention. 

Aroused over the reported plans of 
the Rose organization, leaders of 
other factions in the state were said 
to be ready to challenge the patron- 
age committee’s authority to order 
further delay in appointments and 
demand that the Hoover 
tion in W take a hand. 
Whether any such disharmony exists 
or may manifest itself in the conven- 
tion remains to be seen.

A mass meet- 
ing of voters instructed Mayor Eu- 
gene Marquet to convey to the prince 
their regret at his departure and “to 
express the real sentiments of the 
population in this crisis the dynasty 
is traversing.” 

Both the prince and princess pre- 
viously had filed suits for separation 
with the Monacan council, the ma- 
jority of which resigned rather than 
sit in the case. 

Neither party intends to sue for 
divorce, as each is a Catholic, but 
have said they will seek annulment 
of the marriage once separation is 
ruled by the courts.

Vasquez and Vice Presi-

SANTO DOMINGO, Feb. 24.— 
(UN)—Revolutionaries seized the 
Santiago fortress at Monte Cristo on 
the northern coast of the Dominician 
republic today and advanced toward 
this city, the capital. 

President Horacio Vasquez and Vice 
President Alfonseca presented their 
resignations to congress <A _ provi- 
sional president will be named until 
a presidential election takes place. 

It was unofficially reported that 
President Horacio Vasquez was try- 
ing to escape to Haiti. He was said 
to be in a fort near Santo Domingo, 
hoping to take ship to Jacmel, Hai- 
tian port on the Carribean. 

Commercial advices said insurrec- 
tionists had seized the fort and police 


station at Santiago de los Caballe- 
ros, an important town in the tobac- 
co district. 

The commandant of the Haitian 
garde at Ounaminthe said he had re- 
ceived information that rebels disarm- 
ed municipal police and government 
partisans at Dajabon, near the Hai- 
tian frontier.

American commercial travelers 
from the Dominican republic heard 
sinister rumors that some disaffected 
Americans sought to force the crisis. 
The plan, the rumors said, we. to 
bring about renewed occupation by 
United States marines—who were 
withdrawn in 1924—in the hope that 
the economic situation might be per- 
manently improved thereby. 

Reports of the Dominican insurrec- 
tion have not been published in Port 
Au Prince as yet. When they are, 
they may intensify the troubled at- 
mosphere here and present a new dif- 
ficulty for President Hoo «'s He‘‘ian 
investigating mission.

WASHINGTON WATCHES 
WITH INTEREST. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(P— 
Washington officials watched tonight 
with interest the developments of the 
disturbance in the Dominican republic. 

Under a treaty of 1907 the United 
States collects the customs for the 
republic, and under a restatement of 
the same treaty in 1924 a general 
receiver of Dominican customs is ap- 
pointed by this government. That of- 
ficial is charged with the duty of 
collecting the revenues from the cus- 
toms houses and apportioning them 
to the creditors of the republic. 

State department officials said they 
had been unable to communicate with 
Charles B. Curtis, the American min- 
ister in that country, and any steps 
he had taken to bring peace had been 
prompted by his long experience in 
diplomatie affairs. 

In 1916 marines were sent to the 
republie to re-establish order in the 
nation and make possible the orderly 
collection of customs. The marines 
were withdrawn again in 1924, and 
there has been no United States oc- 
ee of the republic since that 
ime.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(4)—

_FREEDOM OF CRIMINALS. 
That is a disconcerting revelation 
made in Philadelphia by the Crimi- 
nal Justice Association. It reports 
to the citizens of that great me- 
tropolis that 92 out of every 100 
persons arrested in the city for ma- 
jor crimes go unpunished! 

It is something for more than lo- 
cal amazement and concern when in 
one of the major cities of the na- 
tion when only 8 per cent of those 
who commit the felony crimes are 
convicted and punished. And the 
record thus revealed in Philadelphia 
is particularly disreputable to that 
city. Even in Chicago, now called 
the “‘capital of crime,” 15 per cent 
of the major criminals are convict- 
ed and punished, while New York’s 
record is 17 per cent; that of St. 
Louis is 25 per cent and Baltimore’s 
is 51 per cent. 

The causes for the escape of so 
many crime perpetrators are being 
investigated by legal and social re- 
search bodies. It is to be hoped 
that they will be able to present to 
public fear and precaution some- 
thing more than bare statistics. 
What the law-abiding people want 
to know is who, in the judicial and 
police officiaries, are responsible 
for the wide discrepancy between 
caught criminafs and punished male- 
factors. 

Everywhere it must be consider- 
ed a dangerous state of affairs when 
the smallest percentage of appre- 
hended murderers, homicidists, bur- 
glars, racketeers, and the like, are 
penalized by the processes of jus- 
tice. That is a condition nearer to 
anarchy than to civilized govern- 
ment.

THE MAIN DRAWBACK ABOUT 
THE NEW HEALTH DIET IS IT 
COMES FROM CALIFORNIA, 


The new health diet, a corrective, 
protective and incidentally a reduc- 
tion regimen given in detail here the 
other day, has many commendable 
features, even in this day of fren- 
zied dieting, but then it is not with- 
out some drawhacks, too, and the 
main drawback is that it hails from 


healing systems. When Dr. Lovell 
Langstroth, of San Francisco, pre- 
sented this admirable eating plan to 
the medical profession last summer, 
the assembled doctors of the countr 
seemed to find no serious fault wit 
the dietary itself, but they found fault 
with California. One of them who 
voiced the matter clearly in discussing 
Dr. Langstroth’s paper is himself a 
California physician. He said: 

_ “These dietary fads are carried to 
such an extreme that they are taking 
the place of correct clinical diagno- 
sis and physical examination. If we 
are swayed by catchwords and slo 
gans and dietary methods, it is about 
time to do a big house-cleaning. The 
question of acidosis being precipitated 
by diets is one which has been espe- 
cially harmful. There is a tremendous 
propaganda, especially in California, 
which is entirely exploited by com- 
mercial interests, and the facts which 
are supporting this whole structure 
are totally unconvincing.” 

Dr. Langstroth, however, suggested 
his diet for a definite purpose and on 
what would seem good grounds. He 
called attention to the fact that the 
usual American dietary—consisting so 
largely of meat, bread, tea or coffee 
and sweets or carbohydrates, contains 
barely 12 per cent of protective foods 
-—items that provide vitamins. His 
corrective diet contains 70 per cent or 
more of protective foods. Further he 
maintained that the usual American 
dietary conduces to early degenerative 
disease, such as simple degenerative 
arthritis, so common in middle life, 
arteriosclerosis, “indigestion,” high 
blood pressure, headaches, and so on. 
The San Francisco author gave tech- 
nical data from 501 case histories in 
most of which the corrective diet had 

ved remarkably beneficial. For one 
nstance, of 35 patients with hyper- 
tension (high blood pressure) 18 had 
an average reduction of 831 mm, in 
blood pressure on the new health diet; 
and for another, more than two- 
thirds of 55 patients -whose . chief 
complaint was “indigestion” were 
much improved or completely relieved 
by the diet.

With Care—I. C.. ©.

When Professor E. A. R. Seligman, 
of Columbia University, completed 
his study of instalment buying, he 
said that the system had in it the 
elements of great development, but 
that it would have to be handled with 


care. 

The world has heard much about 
American labor buying automobiles, 
radios, pianos, vacuum cleaners, and 
many writers have pointed to this 
fact as incontrovertible evidence of 
the prosperity of labor. 

And during this. time, the future 
earnings of American workers were 
being pledged, through the process 
of instalment purchase, to an extent 
never before equalled. 

Dr. Frank A. Fall, director of edv- 
cation and research of the National 
Association of Credit Men, has issue 
figures to show the extent of install- 
ment buying in 1926. Later figures 
are not yet available. He shows that 
85 per cent of the furniture, 80 per 
cent of the phonographs, 75 per cent 
of the washing machines and auto- 
mobiles, 65 per cent of the vacuum 
cleaners, 40 per cent of the pianos, 
and 25 per cent of the jewglry were 
bought during that year on the in- 
stalment plan. Undoubtedly, the last 
three years have shown a much great- 
er proportion of installment sales. 

But look at the amazing resilience 
of American industry! Building and 
loan associations now have.resources 
exceeding , $8,000,000,000; savings 

nk deposits aggregate about $28,- 
000,000, more. Half of the Amer- 
ican people own their own homes,

_Instalment buying carried on for 
decades within modest limits by sev- 
eral American fo Sobnrceng notably 
the Internationa arvester Company 
and .the Singer Sewing Machine Com- 
any, has worked out in an eminent- 
y_ satisfactory way. 

But installment buying of every 
luxury and almost every necessity of 
life on such an extensive scale as 
practiced during the last few years 
does present elements of very great 
danger to business. .

William Chalmers Covert, of Phila- 


‘elphia, general secretary of the Pres- 
byterian board of Christian educa- 
tion, opened his series of six lectures 
at the Columbia Theological seminary 
here tonight.

“Materialism,” said Dr. Covert, “is 
driving a deep salient into the faith 
nnd spiyitual idealism of our genera- 
tion. Its crudest exhibition is in the 
xreed and = grasping disposition of 
money-mad men. We have lost the 
spirit of Christ in the cold-blooded 
system of: humanitarianism. In our 
effort to appropriate all the advan- 
tages of modern applied science in the 
philosophy and mapenemey of our mech- 
anized age, much of our education 
has become secularized if not pagan- 
ized. In the cultural procedure of 
eur day, many schools have lost sight 
of the spiritual values in education 
and the moral ends of all true cul- 
cure, 

“It will be an irreparable loss if 
the streams of our American culture

uplands of pioneer faith, hope and 
morality, are to be tainted by the god- 
less and despiritualized concepts of 
modern apostles of unfaith and de- 
spair, Our destiny as a freeborn, im- 
mortal humanity eoanke upon our 
keeping these longing souls of ours 
consciously turned toward God and 
by Hig grace and trutlg rising more and 
moire Inte an experience of the reality 
and gi of his spiritual presence 
in all life.

ACREAGE IS SEEN 


Farmers Look to Other 
Crops With Threatened 
Decrease in Cotton 
Profits. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 24.—The 
campaign to reduce the acreage in cot- 
ton for Georgia this year will result 
in an unusual increase in the melon 
acreage, it is believed, and a conser- 
vative warning is being sounded by 
those with wide experience and judg- 
ment in an effort to prevent over- 
planting. 

J. J. Parrish, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the Sowega Melon 
Association, has the following to say 
in regard to the prospect: 

“The action of the federal farm 
board in endeavoring to decrease the 
cotton acreage is causing farmers to 
look for some other money crop and 
as melons proved to be a _ profitable 
crop for at lease half the growers in 
1929, many of them have decided to 
go into the melon business. This nat- 
urally means that in 1930 there will 
be hundreds of would-be melon grow- 
ers who have had but little, if any, 
previous experience in. melon produc- 
tion, yet believe they can reduce their 
cotton acreage and recoup the loss 
Some 
few may, but a majority will not and 
in not making money themselves they 
wiH produce enough melons to keep 
the experienced growers from mukiug 
any likewise. 

“There is no doubt but that it is 
wise to reduce cotton acreage through- 
out the cotton-producing belt, but it 
is very unwise to substitute a perish- 
able product for cotton, and especial- 
ly one as hazardous’ as melons. 

“This warning is regarded as very 
important to business. interests in 
south Georgia just at this time when 
planting plans are being made and ef- 
forts are being made to bring the 
impprtance of the situation to the at- 
se of farmers before it is too 
ate.”

Activities of Blacks in Poul- 
try Club Organizations and 
Registered Pig Breeding. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Feb. 24.—Agri- 
cultural work among the negro farm- 
ers of Ware county figures prominent- 
ly in the Service Bulletin issued for 
the state of Georgia by P. H. Stone, 
state agent for negro work, attached 


to the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture. 

The activity was pronounced in 
the butchering of hogs and in butcher- 
ing demonstrations; organization of 
poultry clubs and the promotion of 
the poultry industry; in small grain 
demonstrations; in supplying pure- 
bred, registered pigs for club boys; in 
planting tobacco seedbeds and pre- 
paring for the approaching tobacco 
planting season.

He spoke but few words and 
his emotion brought tears to the eyes 
of many present, but his pleasant eyes 
brightened. a little in adding “we are 
happy to know that in his place is 
to sit our old associate, Charles Evans 
Hughes.” 
Takes Seat at Bench. 

The white-haired, patriarchal jurist 
then formally noted the presence of the 
new chief justice. He directed the 
clerk to read President Hoover’s ap- 
pointment of him, and to administer 
the judicial oath to him. First the 
commission was intoned. 

The greatest moment in Mr. Hughes’ 
GS years had come. He looked straight 
| forward, his shoulders stiffly back as 
| the associate justices rose. He re- 
/ peated in measured tones the judicial 
oath with which he swore to treat all 
_ alike, be they rich or poor. Later he 
signed the document from which he 
read. 

With a happy smile, the new chief 
of the American’ judiciary stepped 
lightly to his place at the center of 
the bench and grasped the hands of 
Justices Holmes and Van Devanter, 
sitting on either side of him. He 
bowed to the other members of the 
court and those in the courtraom be- 
fore sitting.

BODY OF MISSING 
TTALIAN 1S. FOUND 


GARY. Ind. Feb. 24.—(/)—The 
body of Paul Perconti, missing leader 
of the Unione Siciliana, an Italian or- 
ganization, was found today hidden 
in a quicklime crypt, sealed with con- 
crete, under a barn on a farm near 


He had been shot to death. 

Perconti, believed by authorities to 
have incurred the enmity of local boot- 
leggers, disappeared from his home 
last Tuesday. He called his wife by 
telephone Tuesday afternoon, saying 
he would be home in half an hour. He 
never arrived. That night police re- 
ceived reports of a furious gun fight 
in the West 21st street district, 
following which empty cartridges were 
found scattered in the street. Since 
Thursday when Mrs. Perconti asked 
police to look for her husband a 
search has been under way. 

It was the elaborate preparations 
made to pour the slab of concrete 
over the crypt which resulted in find- 
ing the body. The deputies came upon 
a tub in which concrete had been 
mixed recently, and started a search 
for recently laid concrete. The time 
of the cementing operation had been 
placed, as early Sunday, for the tub, 
deputies said, was not on the prem- 
ises when they searched the place 
Saturday. 

Seeking the place where the con- 
crete had been used the deputies found 
stains of concrete on the barn floor 
and investigating further discovered 
the shallow crypt scooped out of the 
earth beneath the floor of the barn. 

The farm is known as the Steve 
Johnson place and has not been ten- 
anted for several months since a 
moonshine still was found on the 
premises. 

The body will be removed to Val- 
paraiso for an inquest. 

Perconti’s brother, Joseph, was 
slain last year in what police said 
was the outcropping of a feud between 
alcohol «distributors, and his brother, 
John, has been sought for two years 
in connection with the kidnaping of 
12-year-old Billy Ranieri, of Chicago, 
for which Angelo Pettiti is serving a 
25-year term in the Joliet (IlJ.) prison.

The Oasis Gets Ready. 

BISKRA-IN-THE+-SAHARA, Feb. 24.—Great news has come over the 
wire. There is a trainload of Americans coming into the desert from 
the big sea-going camel of wood which bas come to Algiers. The sheiks 
who have been riding around the town on bicycles have turned them in 
to the garage and have got out their camels and their Arabian steeds. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Biskra has warned the sheiks 
that the Americans do not like to see them riding on bicycles 
or automobiles, because they never saw an Arab on a bicycle in 
a cinema. Here you seldom see an Arab off a bicycle unless he 
gets a puncture. The main street of Biskra looks like Madison 
Square Garden with the six-day race on. 

They have taken the muezzin away from his winter plowing further 
eps in the oasis and ordered him to stick around the mosque, prepared 
o sound off the call for prayer as soon as the train bearing the Ameri- 
cans backs into the gare. The muezzin is sorer than a pup about it, 
because his farm in the oasis is just ready for the plowing. 

But if an American tourist does not hear the muezzin“calling 
for prayer the minute he hits town he will start to suspect that 
the mosque has gone democratic and that the oasis itself is not 
on the level. If they do not like this oasis they will go to some 
other oasis, and the Sahara Desert seems to be just one oasis 
after another. The Americans can take an oasis or leave it alone. 
It looks like a good afternoon to land a nomad tribe of American 

tourists, because it is a cinch that it is going to rain, and if it does the 
captives will be here for a week at least. When they get out they will 
be as free from Algerian francs as a French bathroom is from soap. 

Our party has just made a great geological discovery. The 
floor of the Sahara Desert in this sector is composed entirely of 
the. same material they use to cover fly paper. When it rains—— 
and this time of the year it rains frequently—anything that lights 
in Biskra sticks there, including automobiles and airplanes. 


After the rain has stopped for a week or two it is possible to get the | 


tourists out of the cement that forms around them by blasting. Expe- 
rienced travelers in these parts always carry a small can of blasting pow- 
der and a small pocket drill with them, though the tourist hotels will 
blast out their own patrons if they happen to be cemented in at the time 
they are due to come through with the addition. 

It might be worth while for some of the Florida hotel men to 
ship large quantities of this Sahara gumbo to the resorts in 
Florida. Many a visitor to Florida takes the next train out when 
he gets the rates, but if the streets of Miami were paved with 
this fly-paper gum of the Saharas the hotel men would have the

They tell me that some of the sheiks have become so used to a bicycle 
that they find it hard to stay of a horse long enough to look impressive 
when the five-fifteen comes in with the tourists. 24 

As for camels, the motor buses seem to have put them out of 
business entirely, and a used camel which is no longer of any use 

is about the most useless thing there is. Only the Christian tour- 

ists and the Arabian paupers ride camels these days. An Arab 

of Siskra could not sit on one any more without getting seasick or 

camelsick. 

Of course, with motors the Arabs can move faster. But what is the 
use of that? The Arabs have been wandering for thousands of years, 
but they never have gotten anywhere yet, and a little more speed is not 
likely to take them anywhere in particular. : 

Henry Ford did the same thing to the great southwest of the United 
States. 
Where once the cowboys rode on their cayuses after the 

Texas long-horns, the little motor cars now round up the blood- 

ed Herefords or Holsteins. There is not a pair of long-horns any- 

- where excepting in the museum at San Antonio, which used to 

be the Buckhorn saloon and used to sell a good glass of beer. As 

for chaps, they have a few artificial ones in Hollywood. and the 

only others east of the Rockies are owned by Tex Austin and 

Buck O'Neil. 

In about ten years more the people of Biskra will be paying a franc 
to see Mr. Ringling’s camels, if he ever brings his circus to North Africa.

Taxpayers are advised by the bu- 


reau of internal revenue carefully to 


present their claims with regard to 
deductions for losses. To be allowed 
such losses must conform closely to 
the wording of the statute. Losses 
are deductible if incurred jn the tax- 
payer's trade, business, or profession ; 
in any transaction entered into for 
profit; or from fires, storms, ship- 
wrecks, or other casualties, or by 
theft, if not compensated for by in- 
surance or otherwise. 


Te term “transaction entered into 
for profit” means any kind of business 
proposition, Fur example, a taxpayer 
purchases an automobile to used 
for business purposes, which he sells 
at a Joss. As this is a business prop- 
oition from start to finish. the loss 
sustained is deductible. But if he 
had purchased the automobile to be 
used for pleasure or convenience, the 
deduction would not be allowable. It 
was not a transaction entered into 
for profit. 

Business losses result, usually, from 
the purchase and sale of merchandise. 
Such losses usually are ascertained by 
means of inventories, which are re- 
quired whenever in the opinion of the 
commissioner of internal revenue their 
use is necessary to determine the in- 
come of any taxpayer.
